tury. An old holiday will have a new 
meaning to'hundreds of mothers, 
fa 


thers,' sisters, 
brothers 
and 
sweet 


hearts who have -sent their loved ones 
on a great mission, from which many 
of 'them will never return. 


Already the final call has come ^ to 


25 men from this city and they have 
ankwered it. manfully, gallantly 
and 


with a courage that places them on u 
par with the heroic of all ages. 
Some 


of .them have answered 
their 
most 


sombre and yet most beautiful 'Taps' 
in the midst of heated battle on 
the 


fields of France. 
They 
transplanted 


the courage, bred in their home city 
to foreign soil and not an atom of the 
bravery and self-sacrifice which des- 
tiny chose to make their 
special tal- 


ent was Jost or even blemished in the 
transposition from native to 
foreign 


soil. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
the 


glory 
of 
the 
day 
in which 
they 


lived, 
the 
greatness 
of 
the 
cause 


for which they fought 
and 
the 
su- 


preme inspiration of that final moment 
when they attained the unique heights 
whose wonder and

Others died in France 
in a -more 


peaceful yet just as-heroic manner as 
their comrades killed in action. They, 
too. left their homes, their loved ones, 
even their most 
cherished 
ambitions 


and offered their all as a tribute to 
an idea, an almost 
superficial 
ambi- 


tion that" at times' seemed far distant 
from materialization—the ambition" to 
do their particular and peculiar -part 
in having their country answer 
the 


challenge of an arrogant among 
the 
nations. 


And as these men lay in their death 


cots in military hospitals or perhaps 
in the ruder hospital of the front, and 


on the earth and «ven in the depths 
of the sea. 
Her' sacrifice has, been 


ubiquitous. Her sons have been called 
from her to perish in the darkness and 
mystery of the ocean with not even a 
cross to mark'their resting place. And 
yet not one has wavered 
when the' 


great call was heard. 


Other of her .sons had not left their 


own country, their own hearth, as it 
were, before they were KtrU-kfcn. Not 
that they were less worthy of ser- 
vice, but because fate saw fit to al- 
low them, to give expression of their 
patria love and then call them away 
for immediate reward. These werMhe 
men who died in New Hampshire in 
the early weeks of the nation's entry 
into war. when the exigencies of prep- 
aration were so great that they called 
for human sacrifice oven before the 
great task had been undertaken. 


These were the men who died in 


Texas • and other parts v>f their 
own 


country before Piuardy was revealed 


them, and yet they, too, experi- 


enced the martyr's height with all its 
attendant glory and honor. 
.And. these 


are the men whom Lowell loves with 


n equal affection as those of her sons 


here grouped are typical »f Lowell 
men who have died In the prenent war 
and 
relatives and friends of others 


arc asked to consider (heir publication 
In that spirit. 
Any delinquency Is due 


to no intentional slight but'rather to 
unavoidable exigencies. 


The first Lowell man to give up his 


life In France, as far as is known, was 
Oliver SI. Chadwick, who was 
in 
the 


French aviation .service and was l:il 
in action. 
He was the son of Mr. and 


Mrs. Austin K. Chadwick. His death 
was a particularly noble one. because it 
came after a series of daring exploits, 
none of which were sutlicient to un- 
nerve the Lowell man. 
His last battle 


was a thrilling one in the air and no\v 
he is resting in France, honored not 
only by Lowell, hut by the entire allied 
forces, for he was typical of their no- 
bility. And perhaps 
tomorrow some 


French mother will 1 place a wreath on 
his resting place and say a prayer that 
will 'be reiterated by his own 
mother 


across the sea and by the hundreds of 
liis friends. 


Joseph F. Hardinf 


To Joseph F. Harding, son of Mr. and 


Mrs. Harry Harding, goes the honor of 
being the first Lowell man to die in the 
war from what records are on hand. 
He was killed before he had an oppor- 
tunity of leaving even New r-Jngland. 
In April, 1917, he was struck by a train 
while doing guard duty with Co. C of 
the. old Sixth Regiment in Xew Hamp- 
shire. And he, too, is mourned by ail 
Lowell.

I knew what that meant. 1 had seen 


it before. 
It was a torpedo coming- for vis and

I saw this thins coming and I knew 


what it was. 
I looked at it. I was just petri- 


fied. 
I tried to report it to the bridge, 


but I couldn't say anything-. 


My mouth was dry. The fellow with 


me was the same way. 


There wasn't a soun'd on the ship. 
-Luckily the man ;tt the helm saw 


it at the same moment, and swung 
the \sl\ip hard to starboard, and the 
little old tin fish just missed our bow 
by about 10 feet. 
We could see it 


plainly running about three feet under 
the water. 


It was not .a nice sensation to see 


one of those thing's, corning—"3=^ you, 
because you know that if she "hits 
you you are soing to kingdom come- — 
you have only about, two minutes to 
go. 
It gives you an awful 
creepy 


sensation. 
That was the first one I 


saw, and rhat missed us, and I hope 
they all keep on missin?. 


One nice clear day 1 was going 


to take a picture of a fellow on board. 
We were sitting" on the stern.

of us were convoying an oil boat.

was just going to snap the picture 
when I saw a column of water shoot 
up together with a lot of smoke and 
parts of decks. We could hardly hear 
the explosion. 
It was just like a 


little thud. Yon wouldn't have known 
any thing bad happened had you not 


I seen it. 
We knew right away what 


I it meant. 
Tho tanker had been tor- 


pedoeti. The sub must have been wait- 
ing1 for her, put up her periscope, tired 
and gone down again. 


The tanker was not more than a 


couple of If u mired yards away.

was a great sight. 
Tt is not often 


you see a torpedoing as near as that. 
As a rule you see the boat one min- 
ute arid she is gone the next time 
you look for her. 


The tanker sank in less than 15 min- 


utes. 
The crew all had time to get 


into the small boats—Kll but one old 
fellow of 5f>. 


When a tanker is torpedoed it makes 


a big mess on the water.

One of the China men we had to

jick Chink we put in the washroom 
on a little cot we rigged up. It was 
he only warm place on the ship— 
varm because it was. near a steam 
pipe. 
It took us a long- time to persuade 


tie Chinamen to com? aboard. 
They 


.bought we might be a German boat. 
We pointed to the flag1 and when they 
•ei'ognized the Stars and Stripes they 
•ame aboard. 


Wo had. them on board for a week. 


I had 20 or HO men at my table, and 
.he Chinks in addition. Not one spoke 
_ngliFh. 
Cue spoke a little Pidgeon 


Spanish, and ] could get along- with 
lim because I picked up a little Span- 
sh down in Mexico. I used to make 
this Chinaman help me at table. 


Tho Chinamen were very clean. We 


fed them on rice and they vrere per- 
fectly satisfied. 
We put a couple of 


tarpaulins'on deck and let them sleep 
on that. 
We were full up below. 
It 


was lucky for the Chinks it did not 
ain. If it had they all would 
have 


been drowned. 
They gave us no trouble. They had 


a funny custom. 
Every morning they 


would get up at five and go on deck 


id the whole lot of them would kneel 


down and pray toward the sun. I 
don't knoxv what it was all about.

soldiers and I am Very proud of the 
part they are now playing. The de- 
tails of these actions will appear in 
the communiques from Gen. Pershing." 


Gen, Per«Iiine-» Communique 


WASHINGTON. May 29.—An addition 


to General Pershinsj's communique for 
yesterday, given out :by the war de- 
partment today, reports that two Ger- 
man patrol attacks, on May 26 and 27, 
were repulsed by American troops. 


Lieuts. Rickenbacker and Campbell, 


American airmen, downed one enemy 
machine while fighting six. General 
Pershing cited an American sergeant 
who although wounded, drove off an 
enemy patrol of four men. 


The communique follows: 
"Section B—Yesterday morning three 


of our planes encountered four hostile 
planes flying at 3000 metres in the re- 
gion of Montsec. In the fighting which 
ensued. Lieut. Douglas Campbell suc- 
cessfully attacked two German ma- 
chines. Of these, one lost both wiims 
and fell. This -was referred to in yes- 
terday's communique. In the- same en- 
counter, 
one- 
of 
our 
aviators was 


wounded, but succeeded in making a 
normal landing within our lines. 


"Yesterday morning, in a sector re- 


cently taken over by our troops, an 
American sergeant encountered a Ger- 
man patrol of four men, who had en- 
tered one of our trenches during the 
night. In fighting which ensued, our 
sergeant, although 
receiving 
three 


wounds, succeeded in driving out the 
hostile patrol, which left grenades and 
wire cutters behind. 


"In Lorraine, on the evening o.f May 


26. a hostile patrol attempted to pen- 
etrate our lines. 
It was driven off 


with loss to the enemy of five killed. 
Of these one was brought into our 
lines. One of our men was wounded. 


•This morning Lieut. Rickenbacher 


and Lieut. Campbell attacked a group 
of six enemy Airplanes and brought 
one down out of control."

Monday, Senator 
Simmons of North 


Carolina, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee of the senate, said to The Sun 
correspondent: "The president's address 
was a masterly one. 
It met the situa- 


tion fairly, and the finance committee 
will at once begin the framins of a bill 
along the lines indicated by the presi- 
dent." 
Senator 
Simmons had 
bean 


strongly opposed to taking up the new 
levenue bill before adjournment, and 
had urged the president to-let it so 
over to an extra session to be called 
early in November. But he has yielded 
fully to the president's Insistence and 
will do all in his power to hasten the 
legislation. 
Mr. Simmons believes the 


president's views as to framing the bill 
are exactly what should bo carried out 
by congress. 
It was merely a matter of 


fixing upon a date on which the presi- 
dent and the chairman of the 
finance 


committee 
differed. 
Talking of 
tlio 


measure today, Senator'Simmons said: 
"\Ve shall go ahead on the lines indi- 
cated by the president. It seems to mo 
the taxing of excess profits, luxuries 
and the income tax is the just and most 
reasonable method of meeting the in- 
creased war expenses. This year some- 
thing like four billion dollars was raised 
by taxation. It looks to me now as 
though the amount next year would be 
nearer seven billion. 1 expect it will be 
raised pretty much along the same line 


as the present 
bill 
provides. 
Excess 


profits, luxuries and the income tax did 
their part In the present.bill and they, 
will be called upon to do their part to. 
wards meeting the increased 
amount 


for 
government expenses this year." 


Senator Simmons made it clear that it 
had not been the purpose of the presi- 
dent to raise 40 per cent by taxation 
and GO per cent by bond issue of tha 
total to be raised, 
but 
only of tha 


amount which was needed for our gov- 
ernment, not including loans to allies. 
And that he had made that 
clear 
t>> 


members of the finance and ways and 
means committees. Senator 
Simmons 


expressed the opinion that the republi- 
cans had made a grave mistake in de- 
clining to enter into an agreement to 
vote before Jan. 15th after negotiations 
had been 
practically completed. The 


president had shown his readiness, sai-l 
Mr. .Simmons, to grant any reasonable 
request which would not jeopardize the 
country's interest, and had he obtained 
the assurance from the republicans that 
they would not hamper the passage o£ 
the bill if it went over till November, 
he would have been entirely willing to 
defer action. ''The president did not 
feel it safe to let the bill go over under 
the circumstances," said Mr. Simmor.?, 
"and he will now have the full co-oper- 
ation of the democrats in congress in 
pushing the bill to completion at as 
early a date as consistent 
with 
the 


preparation of a satisfactory measure."
